THREE ROGKS AND BOX 


OF DIRT—A GARDEN 


Eugene H. Angert Builds One 
to Illustrate Lecture to Hor- 


ticultural Sogiety. ) 


Eugene H. Angert, attorney and 
amateur gardener, built a rock gar- 
den out of three rocks and a box 
of soil at the September meeting 
of the Horticultural Society as 
neatly as ever a lawyer in court 
built up a case out of three tits 
of evidence and a box of tricks. 

Probably a third of the 900 
members of the society gathered 
for the meeting Friday night in 
Washington University Medical 
School auditorium. Besides’ the 
model rock garden, a magaificent 
group of dahlias was displayed: E. 
H. Johanning, vice president, 
pointed out the nine types of dah- 
lias in preparation for the society's 
flower show Wednesday and Thurs- 
day at Nugent’s Auditorium, and 
Angert, president, gave the inside 
stuff on rock gardens, 

“In a rock garden as large as 
this stage,” he declared, “you 
could grow 500 varieties. Any 
other type of garden in that space 
would be limited to 50 varieties. 

Variety in Limited Space, 

“For that reason rock gardens 
have taken on a tremendous vorue 
in this country. They have a par- 
ticular appeal for people who live 
in the city, or who have only a 
small place—a lot 50 by 100 feet, 
or even three or four acres. 

“You can put your rock earden 
anywhere, provided you observe 
certain essentials, First you must 
establish a means of drainage. Un- 
less your ground has a natural de- 
pression of sufficient depth, exca- 
vate tea depth of a foot or a foot 
and a half, and fill in with broken 
brick, cinders, rock or anything 
heavy and porous to let water 
through. 

“Over this goes your soil, and 
it must be a special mixture—one 
part loam, or ordinary good gar- 
den soil; oné part leaf mold or 


humus, which can be obtained at | 


the surface gn any rich woods; one 
part sand and one part limestone 
chat of the sort used in road- 
patching, which can be_obtain2d 
from most of the local quarries. 

“That is your basic soil. Ordi- 
nary good garden soil will grow 
peonies and iris—maybe; but it 
will not grow mountain plants of 
the sort you want in your rock 
garden. 

“Two kinds of rocks are com- 
mon in this neck of the woods. 
One is a red boulder, fine for 
fences or bridges, but no good for 
a rock garden. The other, the or- 
dinary limestone, eroded by wa- 
ter, which you can find cn nearly 
every hillside, is ideal. 

“I know a man who built a rock 
garden, not more than two miles 
from here, first a stone, then a 
bush or tree, then a stone, then a 
bush or trees, and so on until! it 
looked like a cemetery gone wrong. 
I guess he thought he had a rock 
garden. He gidn’t have anything 
of the sort—he didn’t have any- 
thing mentionable in polite society. 

Patterns Found in Nature, 

“Go out into the woods, see how 
these rocks fit together, how this 
ledge lies, how these plants grow 
in the tiny crevices, and you've got 
exactly what you want to imitate. 

“Start at the bottom,” he ad- 
vised, hauling forward the rocks 
and soil and setting to work. 
“Bury two-thirds of the rocks in 
the soil, and plant your flowers to 
trail over them. This is a garden 
—primarily; not an exhibit of rock 
or a geological seminary. 

“Set the rock the way it lies 
naturally. Set them close together, 
and between them you have a beau- 
tiful little crevice for a plant to 
grow in. Be sure you fill in all 
the crevices below with earth. If 
you leave an air pocket, your roots 
will reach it and be suspended with 
nothing to cling to. Don’t let the 
rocks overhang or lean back, or 
they keep moisture from the ledge 
below. Set back each successive 
upper layer, and set them “almost 
level. 

“The plants need protection in 
winter, but they must not be direct- 
ly covered with leaves.

Non-Quota Classes. 

As might be expected, immigration offi- 
cials deny that the present law works hard- 
ships on immigrant families. They say that 
both candidates seemed to have overlooked 
the fact that Congress at the last session 
eliminated the principal objections tothe 
present law. This was done by enlarging 
the non-quota class and by giving preference 
within the quota to unmarried children un- 
der 21 and wives of alien residents of the 
United States. 

Congress was niggardly in liberalizing the 
Lon-quota class, especially to women. It 
raised the age from 18 to 21 of unmarried 
children of citizens in the non-quota class 
ana permitted alien husbands of American 
wives married beforé June 1, 1928, to come 
in under this class. After June 1, this year, 
the alien husbands of American wives may 
come in only as preferred quota immigrants. 
Women who lost their American citizenship 
under the Cable act by reason of marriage to 
an alien may now comé in non-quota provid- 
ed she is a widow or is divorced from her 
alien husband, 

Alien wives of American citizens are al- 
lowed in as non-quota. There can be little 
logic in making alien husbands of American 
citizens come in under the quota although 
they are given preference. Nor does it seem 


right that an American woman who has lost 
her citizenship by a law now repealed should 
be forced to get rid of her alien husband be- 
fore she can come back in a non-quota group.

Religion Faces a New World 


In recent years, the intellectual climate in which religious beliefs must hold their own 
has undergone a sharp change; knowledge concerning religion has been and is 
being unearthed which gives scholars a new perspective. 


Excerpts from an article by James Harvey Robinson in Harper's. 


ARIOUS notable attempts have been 

made during the past 2000 years and 

more to understand and explain man’s 
religious life; but these have been rare and 
inconspicuous compared with the heated 
polemics of convinced factions, engaged in 
attacks and defense. When I was a boy. 
among the protagonists were Matthew 
Arnold, Huxley, Tyndall, Ingersoll, Giad- 
stone, Bradlaugh, Beecher, Horace Bush- 
nell—each after his kind. There was Em- 
erson, and some recollection of Theodore 
Parker. All these did their part in keeping 
religious issues alive and in shifting them 
somewhat from their old moorings. Lecky’s 
History of Rationalism and his Histery of 
Morals furnished hitherto negiected materi- 
al for a reconsideration of the actua)] record 
of Christian leaders. But ali these seem 
now far-off echoes of a remote. past, if one 
happens to be reading the newer boeks 
on religion. 

The intellectual climate in which re- 
ligious beliefs and practices must hold their 
own today underwent a sharp and surpris- 
ing alteration in the early twentieth cen- 
tury. New. or hitherto neglected, informa- 
tion about man, his origin and proclivities, 
his ancient ways, and his observable habits 
in Various stages of culture promised to ex- 
piain—or at least recast—the whole esti- 
mate of religious phenomena. Considera- 
tions which could not have occurred to 
Arnold, Huxley and Lecky have now be- 
come fundamental. It is to this astonish- 
ing revolution, wrought by increase of 
knowledge rather than by theological con- 
troversy, that we propose to turn our at- 


tention. 
. ~ . 


What kind ef new knowledge has placed 
the matter of religion in a setting so differ- 
ent from that in which it was conceived 59 
years ago”? 

In the first place, a great deal more is 
known by European and American scholars 
of wide-ranging religious phenomena than 
was possible a half a century ago. Herbert 
of Cherbury, as early as the days of Charles 
I, denounced bitterly the provinciality of 
Christian controversies. He maintained 
that the belief in God and man’s responsi- 
bility to him, in a future life of rewards and 
punishments, had existed among men ev- 
eryvwhere and always—ailthough fearfully 
disguised was this “natural” religion by 
priestiv imposture. With the’ mastering of 
Sanskrit. of Pali. of Chinese, of Egyptian 
hiereglyphics and Mesopotamian cuneiform, 
and of Pahlavi, an incredibie addition was 
made to the scanty stock of information 


-upen which previous estimates of religion 


had been formed. Christianity teock fis 
place for the first time in a large group of 
still more ancient forms of belief, each with 
its venerable wisdom and teachings in re- 
gard to man’s duties and fate. 


During the period in which the compara- 
tive study of highly developed reiigiong was 
pregressing, travelers and missionaries were 
busy reporting the religious practices of 
wholly illiterate tribes im Africa. the 
Americas, Australasia and the isies of the 
sea. These reports contained suggestions re- 
specting the assumptions and myths upon 


_ which the more sophisticated religions had 


been built. This imvited attempts to sur- 
prise primitive survivajs Im the early por- 
tions of the Old Testament. in the Vedas 
and the Homeric poems. Aud such attempts 


have proved highly successful; and discon- 


certing to older theories. 
~ — * 


It is from primitive beginnings, ignorant 
and squalid though they may seem to us 
now, that modern anthropologists believe 
that the higher and nobler conceptions of 
the immortal soul. of one supreme God, 
maker of heaven and earth. of salvation. 
heaven and hell, all must inevitably have 
Originated. The visions of the night have 
played a great part in the creation of an- 
eestor worship. which is of profound re- 
ligious significance in India, China and Ja- 
pan, though singularly enough it has no 
such significance in the West. But in 
dreams one not only saw and talked to the 
dead but he might himsei/f leave the: bedy 
and wander forth and so realize that he had 
a double or spirit far freer in its move- 
ments than his heavy body. As he viewed 
the dead he could see that their spirits had 
departed. 

As these discoveries which have come 
with the study of religions of today and yes- 
terday are more’ and mere Widely known, 
in spite of the ignorance cmd expostulations 
of those who see in them a very real men- 
ace to the perpetuation of their particular 
beliefs, they will inevitably influence both 
the older and newer religious ideas. To 
the earlier defenders of existing religious 
systems the discovery that “Religion” was 
a universa) characteristic of the human race 
came as a comfortable and efficient weapon 
to be used against supposed “atheists.” 
They did not suspect that the new know!l- 
edge might influence their own particular 
faith far more potentially than the talk of 


any unbdeliever. 
- + - 


[t has become apparent that there have 
been many. many elaborate systems of re- 
ligious belief, of which the various Chris- 
tian churches and sects afford modern in- 
Stances. It is not the aim of this articie 
to appraise these as to the truth and value 
of their ciaims. It is possible to have hopes 
and aspirations to which none of them have 
assigned a prominent place—for example. 
the increase of human knowledge and im- 
aginations as over against ancient dogma. 
The effort to engineer life in the light of 
already existing intelligence would in itself 
be perbeps as hoiy a task as any hitherto 
essayed by saint or martyr Contrasting St. 
Anthony's fierce struggles against tempta- 
tion in the Egyptian sands and the ideal 
community described by Rabelais where 
desire merged inte prompt fruition, Have- 
lock Ellis wisely closes his Dance of Life 
with the sucgestion,. “How vast a field lies 
open for human activity between the The- 
baid on one side and Thelema on the 
other.”

By what means can this work 
best be accomplished ? 
. The airplane holds the answer. 
Our recent work in the Arctic has 
demonstrated that the plane offers

Now Used for ? 
Night Travel* 

In England — 


| Conforms to Americaiy 
Standards of Comfort 
and Has “Caught On’ 
With Continentals Who 
Have Not Favored Mée 


tor Travel.

OME time ago in these columng 
S the writer told of a two-deokd 

bus, a palatial coach witht 
berths, dining service, dressing 
rooms and lavatories, which is Bee 
ing manufactured in California fog 
transcontinental passenger services 
Dispatches from England this week 
tell of another such type bus which . 
is operating at night over the 1806 
mile concrete highway betweeg 
London and Liverpool. | 


The British bus, while as luxurle 
ous as the American bus, difterq 
from it in many respects. It has 
no side entrances, as has the 
American vehicle, passengers ene 
tering and alighting by way of s 
general entrance and exit at thd 
rear. 


The driving compartment is a€ 
the right side of the bus alongside 
the engine, whereas the coach h-. 
ing manufactured jn California 
has its driving compartm , 
p'aced in the very center of the 
top deck over the engine. 


There, too, is quite a bit of 
difference in the sizes of the pow« 
er plants used, the Britis) engine, 
‘rom an ecpnomical standpoint, 
being the more practical. The en« 
gine powering the American bus 
Cevelops %*° 4% p. The British 
vehicle is powered by @ smaller $6 
h. p. engine, which eerves thd 
purpose as well, --ntumes less 
gas, sets up less ----- 
the body and results in a more ecdu 
nomical transportation, 


Otherwise the interiorg of the 
two busses are alike. 

The British bus is the result of 
many months’ experiment on the 
part of English bug operators te 
build a moter coach which in every 
respect would conform to the 
standard of traveling luxury set by 
railway coaches, 


People of Great Britain, slow te 
accept anything new, have not 
j adopted motor highway transpor« 
tation service in the same manner 
Americans have. Highways of Bue 
rope are, of course, not all fitted 
for such transportation, but In the 
main, the continental traveler hag 
been quick to note that busses-—< 
the first makes, at least—have not 
been as comfortable as railway 
coaches and have not had dining, 
valet and porter service.

| “Second Thoughts on First Nights”

it is, of course, educationally broadening to be 


kept in a constant chase for the correct data on local color, but it 
doesn't make the dramatic reporter's lot any less complicated. What 
has become of the old-fashioned program which used to begin “‘Act 
1, Scene I. A Drawing Room in a Home on Long Island?” 


“Gentlemen of the Press” fol- 
lows “The Front Page” as the sec- 
ond newspaper play of the month. 
It is, incidentally, far more defi- 
nitely concentrated on the. ink- 
stained regions of our Park Row 
than is its explosive companion 
piece. For “The Front Page”’ is, 
first of all, a criminal court melo- 
drama. And “Gentlemen of the 
Press,”” in its study of the every- 
day monotone of city room exist- 
ence, is far more easily recogniz- 
able to the average spectator. 

So, it may be added, is its central 
character—the weary, disillusioned 
rewrite man fretting helpless 
against the futility of his job and 
yet bound to it by heaven knows 
what bonds of kinship and loyalty. 
Unlike most of his prototypes in 
the world outside, this gentleman of 
the press actually does leave his 
desk for a while, fumes for a time 
longer in the ornate atmosphere of 


‘a publicity office and sinks back 


at the end into the same creaking, 
proof-strewn chair to which 80 
many homesick wanderers have re- 
turned before him. 


Ward Morehouse, the author, as 
the conductor of a dramatic col- 
umn on the Evening Sun, knows 
his atmosphere perfectly and has 
recaptured the perverse and en- 
dearing qualities of his craft in an 
authentic background and in one 
honest and _ touching character 
study. Unfortunately, there is an 
idea abroad that a play must have 
a plot and that women are the 
surest method of achieving it. To 
this end, he has introduced an in- 
genue daughter and an office siren 
in a subplot which twists the cen- 
tral theme awry and distracts from 
its passionately sincere purpose. 
Mr. Morehouse had one thing to 
say—and said it with warm and 
forceful sincerity. It is on this 
appeal alone that that play must 
stand or fall before audiences who 
have never listened to the throb of 
the presses. ° 

Certainly the best in his play 
could not have been more finely 
expressed than in John Cromwell's 
study of the restless journalist. He 
gave the part the actual aspect of 
the rteful, laconic figure who for 
25 years had been languidly shout- 
ing “Copy!” to unheeding office 
boys. Hugh O’Connell and Law- 
rence Leslie, as two of the other 
reporters, combined drinking and 
fire-chasing with particularly hap- 
py realism. By way of adding to 
the authentic local color, another 
newspaper man was recruited 
from his desk to the footlights for 
his first appearance on any stage. 
He is Russel Crouse, who runs a 
column on the Evening Post, and 
his role, which was hilariously re- 
ceived by a first-night audience of 
his confreres, consisted of 19 lines 
and one big emotional scene with 
a ham sandwich. 


A few nights later, “Ringside” 


arrived—a sentimental melodrama 
Lased on what we now believe is 
the softest and most susceptible of 
all professions. Its authors see 
the prize ring as all heart and mor- 
als and grim loyalty to the grand 
old racket. It deals with a light- 
weight champion, who through the 
influence of wine and women, is 
induced to throw a fight, but who, 
at the last moment, thinks bette® 
of it, dashes into the ring and 
knocks out not only his opponent 
but all the powers of darkness. 

It is not a ctrikingly original 
theme; in fact, we can’t remem- 
ber any prize-fight drama that 
wasn't based on some variation of 
it. But it has more excitement 
than most. And, above all, it has 
Richard Taber, who gives the per- 
sonality of the dazzled, helpless 
little lightweight the punch of 
poignant actuality. 

“Ringside” ends in a real bout 
with a deafeningly realistic radio 
announcer rasping out the blows 
to an audience which is watching 
them under the fierce white glare 
of Madison Square Gardens. Our 
knowledge of what Mr. McGeechan 
called “the manly art of modified 
murder” is so limited that we don't 


know whether it was a good fight 


or not. But it is a good show—~ 
even for the uninitiated. 
- . * 


For the third offering on the 


week's list, Mr. John Golden 
brought to town a piece called 
“Eva the Fifth.” It, too, had a 


fascinating and picturesque back- 
ground—the life of those valiant 
little “Tom Shows” which are still 
dragging their lone bloodhounds 
through the small towns in mem- 
ory of Harriet Beecher Stowe and 
her everlasting masterpiece. For 
us, however, the play seemed to use 
the setting only to make a cheap 
comedian’s holiday. 

For its big comedy climax, an 
infant prodigy who plays Little 
Eva. and who has been stuffing 
herself with chocolates all day, gets 
sick. She is violently and realisti- 
cally and thoroughly sick with an 
emphasis on details and an ace 
curacy as to symptoms that leare 
no possible doubt as the nature of 
her sufferings. Now, somehow, the 
comedy value @f seasickness, gen- 
eral nausea, toothache and éepil- 
epsy, when used as a hilarious in- 
terlude on the stage is lost to usa 
And since, in this play, Little Eva's 
attack lasts interminably,| we teft 
the theater feeling far from well 
ourselves. 

We wouldn't stress this one in- 
cident so emphatically if it were 
not that something of its unpleas- 
ant nature clings faintly about the 
production. Not that it isn’t pure 
—-Mr. Golden, with a wary eye on 
his coHaborator, Kenyon Nicholson, 
sees to that.

homa. It is said 
that white blood 


courses through her 
veins, but she was 
raised as are all In- 
dian girls. Later 
she attended the Presbyterian Indian 
School at Sallisaw, Ok., and was grad- 
uated with high honors. She had mas- 
tered the business courses, but on 
graduation went to work as a school 
teacher in Wichita. 

One day she saw in a newspaper an 
advertisement for a bookkeeper and 
secretary on aranch. She was tired of 
teaching school, longed for the more 
open life of a ranch as an inheritance 
of her race and determined to turn her 
business-school education to her ad- 
vantage. 

Leona Mae answered the advertise- 
ment and became bookkeeper and sec- 
retary to Joseph H. Porter, reputed 
the wealthiest man in Kansas and 
known throughout the cattle lands of 
the West as ‘“‘Joe’’ Porter. For thir- 
teen years she served as Porter's chief 
clerk, secretary and ‘‘alave,’’ she says 
now. And, now, as his common-law 
wife, she is suing the cat¢le and oil 
baron for half his estate, which she es- 
timates to be worth $20,000,000. She 
Ought to know, she was his book- 
keeper.

ORTER, according to. all 
P counts was a “‘baron’’ in the 
medieval sense of the word. 
He ruled ranches with 
an iron neither 
man nor, some say, law. He was 
his own law on his ranches. His 
employes were little more than feudal 
serfs, according to the Indian maid. 
He was a relic of the old-time, blus- 
tering, hard-handed, free-shooting cat- 
tleman of the plains. He made his 
first big money in cattle and today,

ful manner and freely gave him her 
love. 

Porter's favorite domain is his 15,- 
000-acre ranch in Elk County. There 
for years he could do as he pleased, 


with interference from none. He ap- 
propriately named the ranch ‘Hell’ 
and proceeded to raise that crop. 


When oil was struck in Kansas in the 
early ‘teens, Porter became the favo- 
rite of fortune. First the black wealth 
was brought in on his Wichita 
ranch, then on another smaller ranch 
and finally on ‘‘Hell.’’ 

Money began to flow in. so fast 
Porter could not keep track of it. 
He had no. trouble in carrying 
cattle deals in his head, but royalties 
and oil wealth were too much for him. 


bookkeeper and Leona Mae got the

For five years the Indian girl was 
happy at “Hell.’’ She rode horseback. 
with or without saddle, like an Ama- 
zon; roamed through the squat little 
hills, dashed madly across the rolling 
prairie land, led a wild, free life.

HEN, in 1919, came the tragedy 
that forcibly brought home to 
Leona Mae that she was not as 
free as her racial inclination had led 
her to think. With a terrible shock, 
she was brought back to the world of 
convention. She learned that Porter's 
wife had first put to death her two 
grandchildren and then had swallowed 
a fatal dose of poison—a deadly mix- 
ture of wood alcohol and carbolic acid. 
That was in Porter's Wichita home. 
Mrs. Porter left notes indicating that 
the Indian maid was the cause of it all. 
Leona Mae swore then and still 
swears that she did not know that 
Porter had a ‘‘real’’ wife. She had 
been too happy on the ranch to bother 
about wives and marriages and such 
things. 

At the time of the tragedy the girl 
said: 

‘“‘He told me he wasn't married. I 
believed him and I lived and worked 
on his ranch and was happy: I liked 
to live the rough life—milk cows, herd 
cattle, cook and ride. I never knew 
there was a Mrs. Porter until {t was 
too late.’ 

It is evident that Leona Mae did not 
make very extensive inquiries in re- 
gard to her employer's matrimonial 
status. He had been wedded twenty

years and had had married children. 
As the State’s wealthiest man, he was 
considerably talked about. Friends 
came in numbers to visit him at 
‘Hell’ and Leona Mae must have been 
exceedingly deaf or dumb or some- 
thing not to have learned of the Por- 
ter menage at Wichita. 

But after the death of the true Mrs. 
Porter, the girl began a campaign to 
succeed to that title. It was futile. 
Porter was not to be threatened or 
bluffed or cajoled into a second matri- 
monial venture. As he saw it, things 
were going along well enough as 
far as his relations with his secre- 
tary were concerned. She says that 
he would promise to marry her, but al- 
ways manage to squirm out of the 
actual performance of the wedding 
rites. 


Naturally, they quarreled over this 
and other matters. Porter, the Indian 
woman now alleges, became more and 
more overbearing. His hand became 
harder and harder. There were beat- 
ings and terrible fights, she says. Al- 
though nearly two score years older 
than her, Porter was easily the 
stronger and didn’t hesitate to use his 
physical strength, she declares. 


O THE ranch became less and 
G ess a sort of Hiawatha play- 
ground and more and more a veri- 
table ‘Hell,’ she says. From a laugh- 
ing, wandering sort of Minnehaha, she 
became a furtive, abused, renegade 
redskin, is her story. There is a tra- 
dition in Kansas that Hiawatha and 
Minnehaha once happily roamed the 
Prairie State. At least they named a 
town there after him. 
Anyway, Leona Mae's Minnehaha 
sort of existence ended forever with the 
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t ragedy 
in the 
Wichita 
home. From 
then on, all 
was sordid 
warfare between 
the rancher and his 
secretary until in 1927 she 
decided to leave him. Maybe by this 
time he was glad to see her go. At 
any rate she purchased a_ hotel at 
Beaumont with a check: signed by 
Porter. 

Beaumont is a little Kansas town 
half-way between Wichita and the 
‘Hell’ ranch. It is virtually owned by 
Porter. He not only owns it but 
owes it, is a saying in the Flint Hills. 
With his well-known shrewd business 
ability, he always purchases on credit 
and takes a year or two to pay. 

But even after she left ‘‘Hell,’’ the 
Indian woman continued as Porters 
secretary. He established business 
headquarters in her Beaumont hotel 
and there she continued to keep his 
records. But not for long. 

One night Porter, having had sev- 
eral reunions with old cattle raisers of 
the great open spaces, descended upon 
the hotel and proceeded to raise the 
very thing he had named his ranch. 
He threatened to burn down the place, 
terrorized the whole neighborhood, 
chased all the lodgers out and finally 
smashed all the ‘‘new-fangled”’ electric 
lights. This doubtless was considered 
by him a demonstration of how much 
he missed his Leona Mae. 


When Porter had calmed down, 
she packed up all his im- 
portant papers, handed them to him 
and showed him the _ door. He 
left meekly enough, the story goes,

and has not bothered his former 
secretary since. In fact, it is she 
that is now doing all the bother- 


ing, the culmination of which was the 
suit for half of his $20,000,000 es- 
tate.

I al- 
ways asked him: ‘Let's get marrie: 
and live decent. But he wouldn't. I

When asked by report- 
ers to reply to this state 

ment, Porter shook his 76- 
year-old head and _ remarked: 

“You've never been shot, have you? 
Down in Texas, sometimes they kill 
reporters.”’ 

This did not encourage the local 
newsgatherers, and to this day Por- 
ter has not made an authorized state 
ment. But what he tells his friends 
he will do to ‘‘that woman” is plenty. 

Besides his several ranches and 
farms, Porter is the controlling owner 
of two trust companies in Wiebita. 
He is always referred to as the 
wealthiest man in Kansas, despite the 
fact he dresses far poorer than a day 
laborer.

The placing of the 
charges was made

These charges were ex- 
ploded one at a time, and I naturally 
came to the surface before each ex- 
mlosion and waited for the water to 
clear After the winches had been 
blown off ! put in a four-pound charge 
to blow out a hole in the deck big 
enough to allow me to enter the 
strongroom.

At this point the French contractors 
made another fruitiess' search through

“The diamonds were supposed to be 
kept in the safe in the captains cabin, 
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but I broke the lock on the safe on 
the previous trip and I don't know if 
my successor was able to use the safe 
or not,’’ he replied. 

This provided at least a clue, as no 
one had seemed to knoow that there 
had been a big safe in the captain's 
cabin, and Giann! immediately began 
to look for it. 

“The captain's cabin was situated in 
the part of the ship which was resting 
on an even keel, and this was an easier 
task,’ the chief diver continued. ‘‘] 
did not know whether tL«< safe was in 
the captain's sleeping cabin or in his 
stateroom. But |! got down to the 
bridge, as I had done on my first 4e- 
scent, and from my perch on it 
looked through the stateroom port 
hole. The first thing I saw was a 
large chest, looking like a safe, on the 
deck. I immediately set about open- 
ing up the cabin. I used only two 
charges. The first lifted off the roof, 
which was then hoisted on board the 
Artiglio; the second detached the 
walls, which we also hoisted in one 
plece. The chest then lay exposed on 
the deck, and was picked up by oar 
three-ton electro-magnet, which caw 
lift ten times its own weight. jt 
proved to be the safe. If we had had 
accurate information beforehand, we 
should have been able to hand it over 
to the French contractors after two 
days of work.”

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How te Pastor Swapped Wives With His Chief Elder

PLEASANTVILLE, New York. 

HE GOOD ladies 
of this town who 
like to enliven their 
little social cal!s 
with a bit of iInter- 
esting gossip have

ter Bent, former pastor of the Pres- 
byterian Church here and now filling 
the pulpit of Union Church on John 
D. Rockefeller’s Pocantico Hills estate 
nearby. For the Reverend Bent has 
announced the fact that he is going 


to marty Mrs. Esther Cornell of 
Pleasantville, and with that announce- 
ment the inhabitants of this town are 
vividJy reminded of the strange events 
of four years ago which led to Pas- 
tor Bent’s resignation from hia church 
Soon thereafter the preacher divorced 
his wife. At about the same time 
Mrs. Cornell left her husband and 
also obtained a divorce. :The reason 
for all this was the fact that Mr. Cor- 
nell and Mrs. Bent were on friendlier 
terms than their mates approved of. 
When the preacher's wife and Mrs. 
Cornel!l’s husband got married, the in- 
habitants of Pleasantville shook their 
heads knowingly. And now with the 
announcement that Reverend Bent 
and Mrs. Corneil are to be married in 
the fall, the villagers find that the 
sudject basn’t been exhausted by a 
long shot. For they see that the net 
result of the entire affair, which first 
shook the town four years ago and 
broke up two homes, has simply been 
a legal exchange of wives by Reverend 
Bent and Harold Cornell, who was at 
one time an elder in his church.

He followed the dog. 


to be rescued. 
Bob led the way up the steep stairs to 


a sma!) back room whose door war 
shut. He hurled himself frantically at 
this door, tearing at its panels with 
teeth and claws. 

The fireman groped hie way to the 
door and broke it in. On the floor, 
just {jnside, lay a child, suffocated into 
unconsciousness—a child whose par- 
ents either had forgotten her in their 
own terror or else thought she had 
been carried to safety. But for Bob 
the little girl must have been burned 
to death. 


HE firemen used to brag that 

Bob could ‘all but speak,”’ and 

that his various barks all had 
separate meanings, whitch the men 
learned to understand and obey when 
the smoke was too dense to see 
through and when the dog's barking 
alone could guide them. 

At the annual meeting of the Lon- 
don Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, tn 1860, Bob 
was the hero of the day. Snappily he 
went through a drill the firemen had 
taught him, achieved a clever mock 
rescue, and in a dozen other ways de 


It was Bob's last public perform- 
ance, except in the actual line of his 
self-appointed duties. Those who risk 
their lives eternally and with no pre 
cautionary sense of fear are bound to 


pay some day the penalty for their 
heroism. S80 it was witn Bob. 
But long before that time he had 


become as well known by sight in Lon- 
don and its suburbs as was Queen Vic- 
toria herself. Wherever he went, he 
was hailed by passersby. The most 
notorious dog thieves did not care to 
risk lynching or public hate by steal- 
ing bim. He was safe from all humans 
molestation. 

Indeed, the public at large, and his 
firemen especially, declared Bob had 
a charmed life and that nothing could 
injure him. He had been through dan- 
gers which would have destroyed «a 
dozen stropg men, and he had come 
out of them unscathed 

But once when he piunged gayly 
barking into a burning building, be 
failed to return. The flaming roof 
caved in, burying the gallant dog 
under tons of timber and pilaster, 
crushing him to death. All London 
mourned bim.

W orld-Famous Fairy Tales, as Revealed 
by a New Biographical Study. 


E COULD write 
fairy tales to de- 
' light children all 
-over the world. 
But when it came 
making love 
was pretty 
much a failure. 

This, in brief, is the life story 
of Hans Christian Andersen, cele- 


brated Danish story teller and 
poet, as told in a new study, 
‘Hans Andersen, the Man,’ re- 


cently translated from the Danish 
of Elith Reumert and published 
in New York by E. P. Dutton & 
Company. 

It was not so 
much that An- 
dersen deemed 
himself too vain 
to marry as that 
he was too shy, 
according: to the 
Reumert study, 
which is aimed 
to set at rest 
once and for 
all the many 
misconcep- 
tions of the man 
who died, world- 
famous, in 1875. 
Many myths 
have since aris- 
en which need 
to be dispelled. 
according to Dr. 
Reumert. One 
such is his re- 
puted relations 
with women. 

If Hans Chris- 
tian Andersen 
never married it 
was not because 
he never fell in 
love. Far from 
it, as is indicat- 
ed by Dr. Reum- 
ert’s book. He 
seems always to 
have been either 
on the verge of 
falling in love, 
actually in love 
or recovering 
from an Un?- 
requited affair 
of the heart. 

This was true 
of the great Danish author when 
he was in his middle twenties and 
it was true of him as he became 
more mature. In each instance, 
he seemed to be particularly un- 
fortunate in that the object of his 
affections was either about to 
marry someone else, was OD the 
brink of mortal disease or pre- 
ferred a more platonic relation- 


ship. 
G cutias fate which seemed to 
beset the affairs of the famous 
story teller is found by Dr. Reum- 
ert in the fact that he had never 
a particularly aggressive person- 
ality and was, perhaps, a trifle 
more feminine in make-up than 
most women would prefer. An- 
dersen himself continually re- 
ferred to his lack of looks and 
his poverty, but this, Dr. Reum- 
ert thinks, would never have defi- 
nitely barred him from the joys of 
matrimony. 

Opportunities to fall in 
were not lacking, the new study of 
the story teller as a man indicates. 
Possibly few men loved so wide a 
range of ladies as did Andersen, 
but, from first to last, beginning 
with petite Riborg Voigt, and end- 
ing with the world-famous Jenny 
Lind, Andersen seemed to have 
little luck. Although he fell in 
and out of love many times, his 
nature was not one to escape 
without scars from the arrows 
shot by Cupid, and each succeed- 
ine disappointment seemed as pain-

OT long afterwards Ander- 
N sen came in contact with 

Jenny Lind for the first 
time. Their meeting took place

Jenny, 
world-renowned as the Swedish 
Nightingale, was then but 20 years 
old. But it took three years be- 
fore Andersen got to know her any 
better. Their acquaintance was | 
strengthened when she appeared | 
in an opera in the same city.

Always of a melancholy disposi- 
tion, Andersen writes in his diary 
of times when he was divided be- 
tween jubilant hope, devastating 
doubt and gnawing jealousy, torn 
between love’s most exalted hap- 
piness and all its torments. 

LL the agonies he suffered in 
A previous love affairs seem to 


have resolved themselves 
anew in his passion for the 
Swedish singer. But, as per- 


haps in other instances, he lacked 
the necessary courage to make an 
actual proposal. Instead, on her 
departure he intrusted a letter to 
her which he felt “she must un- 
derstand.’’ 

On good authority Reumert re- 
ports that Jenny Lind was fond of 
him. But so, too, apparently were 


the other tadies to whom he took 
a fancy. Apparently he was al- 
ways to face the difficulty of hav- 
ing ladies “fond” of him and not 
“in love’ with him. In the case 
of Jenny Lind, Reumert appears 
to believe that her art meant too 
much to her. This, however, did 
not deter her from marrying an- 
other some years later. 


At any rate, as time rolled 
along, Andersen became convinced 
that he could never hope to marry 
Jenny Lind. Gradually he became 
accustomed to the thought and, 
when everything was said and 
done, they remained friends, but 
their meetings apparently no long- 
er had the affectionate character of 
yore. His fairy tale ended defi- 
nitely when, at 48, he met the hus- 
band of the famous singer. 


Was Andersen too prim, too 
nice, to marry? This question was 
bound to arise among his ac- 
quaintances as, time after time, he 
came face to face with Eros with 
no greater success. This view of 
the man is strengthened by his ex- 
periences with a woman of an- 
other sort. She was a Lucile 
Grahn, a dancer whose past and 
present afforded no opportunity 
for extended speculation. 


HERE was no doubt. about 
it. Andersen was attracted 
to her. But he was also 
startled by the freedom with 
which she viewed the relations be- 
tween the sexes.
